Teague, Texas, August 28.—Jonn S. 
Patterson, state commissioner of in- 
surance and banking, was shot and 
probably fatally wounded late today 
in the lobby of the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants’ bank here when, it was said, 
he attempted to post a notice announc- 
ing that the bank had been closed.

“It is the envelopment of the cen- 
tral powers which Rumanian success 
would complete that is the capital fact 
of the situation. Economically the im- 
portance of Rumania’s step is the loss 
to the central powers of the supplies 
they have been drawing from the big 
Balkan state.” 

The Express says: “Germany has 
been receiving cattle, wheat and pe- 
troleum from Rumania in great quan- 
tities. This supply is now cut off when 
the demand is more urgent than ever.” 

Politically the London papers be- 
lieve Rumania’s entry is likely to have 
its most immediate effect in Greece, 
strengthentng the hands of Venizelos 
and the pro-entente party. The Morn- 
ing Post says: 

“For her indecision’ and weakness 
Greece is now suffering heavily, but 
there are signs that under the teach- 
ing of bitter experience the Greek peo- 
ple are coming to their senses. They 
will be wise to look to it that their re- 
pentance does not come too late.” 

The editorials speculate considerably 
on the moral effect on the German peo- 
ple of Rumania’s action. The Daily 
Chronicle asks: 

“Can the masses in the enemy coun- 
tries continue to believe the legend of 
Victory when they see this verdict pass- 
ed ‘by neutral statesmanship?” 

The Daily Telegraph says: 

“Germany awakes after an orgy of 
hysterical delight over the safe return 
of a submarine from America to hear 
that the strongest armed European 
neutral is ranged against her, ready for 
instant war at the point of greatest 
peril to her defensive scheme.” 


THREE BENEFITS 


FOR RUSSIA. 

Petrograd, August 28.—(Via 
don.)—Rumania’s declaration of war 
against Austria is regarded in offisial 
circles as of far reaching significance. 
The foreign office points out three 
striking benefits—the aid of the sub- 
stantial Rumanian army, which pitted 
against Austria, will lessen Russia's 
task and will afford greater freedom 
of action on the left wing on the west- 
ern front; the tightning of the ring 
around the central empires and the 
opening of new line of attack: the 
cutting off of grain supplies to the 
Austro-Germans, upon which the latter 
are believed to have placed great re- 
liance. 

Recent dispatches from Bucharest in- 
dicated that the sale of the entire Ru- 
manian crop had virtually been arrang- 
ed for and that shipping of the grain 
had already begun. 

VON JAGOW ATTACKED 
BY BERLIN EDITORS. 

London, August 28.—Italy’s declara- 
tion of war against Germany and the 
declaration of war by Rumania against 
Austria-Hungary have caused a most 
profound impression in the German 
capital, says a dispatch from Berlin 
by way of The Hague, to the Exchange 
Telegraph company. The Berlin news- 
papers, the dispatch adds, express 
themselves bitterly against Gottlieb 
von Jagow, the German foreign minis- 
ter, and Dr. Alfred Zimmermann, the

The action of Rumania may 
Greece to enter the war on the side of 
the entente allies. 

Dispatches from Athens indicate that 
popular feeling is stirred deeply by oc- 
cupation of Greek territory by Bulga- 
rians forces, although this mo v aes S 
sanctioned by the Greek government. 

Fifty thousand Greeks joined in a 
popular demonstration Sunday before 
the residence of former Premier Veni- 
zelos, ar ardent supporter of the allies. 
The former premier urged that a com- 
mittee be sent to King Constantine to 
warn him not to use his influence In 
the forthcoming general election, be- 
cause the results would be ‘“destruc- 
tive”. and to request him to give the 
present government, which favors a 
policy of neutrality, full political au- 
thority, at the same time preparing the 
army for “a possible rupture of ex!st- 
ing corfditions.”’ 


AUSTRIA NOTIFIED 
BY RUMANIA. 


Amsterdam, August 28.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The note declaring that “‘Ruma- 
nia from 9 o’clock Sunday evening con- 
sidered herself in a state of war with 
Austria-Hungary was presented to the 
Austro-Hungarian foreign minister last 
night by the Rumanian minister at Vi- 
enna, who personally visited the minis- 
try of foreign affairs, according to a 
dispatch received here today from the 
Austrian capital. 


GERMANY DECLARES 
WAR ON RUMANIA. 


Berlin, August 28.—(Via London.)— 
Rumania declared war on Austria- 
Hungary on Sunday evening, it is an- 
nounced officially here. 

The announcement follows: 

“The Rumanian government yester- 
day evening declared war on Austria- 
Hungary. 

“The federal council has been 
voked for an immediate sitting.” 

Later it®* was announced that Ger- 
many had declared war on Rumania. 
Turkey and Bulgaria are. expected to 
do likewise. 

The Rumanian legation in Berlin is 
being guarded by the police, these ad- 
vices say, as stones were thrown 
through the windows of the Italian 
embassy in Berlin yesterday. 


FIRST CLASHES 
ON THE FRONTIER. 


Vienna, August 28.—The first clashes 
between troops of Rumania and the 
central powers occurred last night in 
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Washington, August 28.—President 
Wilson tonight definitely decided to 
go before congress in person tomor- 
row or Wednesday to recommend leg- 
islation aimed to avert the threatened 
nation-wide railroad strike or to stop 
it. if it comes before congress can act. 
He worked until late tonight on his 
message in which he will tell mem- 
bers of the senate and house the ne- 
gotiatons to date and lay before them 
a definite legislative program. 


DECISION REACHED 
AFTER CONFERENCE. 


The president reached this decisfon 
after conferences at the white house 
with the committee of eight railroad 
presidents and the four brotherhood 
heads, on a new proposal for settle- 
ment of differences suggested by the 
executives, and after a prolonged dis- 
cussion of the situation at the capitol 
with the members of the democratic 
steerig committee of the senate. 

The proposition of the railroad ex- 
ecutives was that an investigation of 
all issues be conducted by a commis- 
sion to be named by the president, the 
investigation to last for a period of 
three or four months, no action to be 
taken by either side in the meantime, 
and at the conclusion of the inquiry 
the situation to be what it nop is, the 
employees having the choice of either 
arbitration or striking. The brother- 
hood heads promised a reply tomorrow

STRIKE ORDER 
STANDS. 


When the railroad brotherhood heads 
went to the white house tonight the 
president not only laid before them the 
plan of the executives, but strongly 
urged the withdrawal of a tentative 
strike: order sent out yesterday, sub- 
ject to release, calling for a walkout of 
the 400,000 brotherhood members at 7 
a. m. Labor Day, September 4. This 
request was flatly refused, the leaders 
saying only the committee of 646, 
which left Washington yesterday, had 
power to recall the order. 

Copies of the strike order were 
brought to the president's attention aft- 
er they had gotten int. the possession 
of the railroad executives. It had been 
known that the members of the com- 
mittee of 640 carried home with them 
a tentative order, but no one outside 
the brotherhood councils had suspect- 
ed that a date had been set, and the 
president is said to have been greatly 
perturbed by the information. After 
the refusal to withdraw the order, he 
communicated with the railroad presi- 
dents, who held a meeting that lasted 
until late in the night. 

In spite of the apparent final failure 


of his efforts to bring the two sides | 


together, the president was represented 
tonight as being still hopeful of avert- 
ing a strike.

A law patterned after the Canadian 


‘industrial disputes act providing for in- 


vestigation of industrial disputes on 
railroads by a commission and prohib- 
iting strikes or lockouts pending the 
outcome of the investigation. 

In addition to these measures there 
are under consideration a resolution to 
increase the revenues of the railroads 
in case the expenses are increased, and 
a law creating authority for the opera- 
tion of the railroads under the federal 
government in event of a strike. The 
plan tonight was to have the first two 
measures introduced as amendments to 
the bill, which has already passed the 
house, increasing the interstate com- 
merce commission from seven to nine 
members. 

Although on the surface a strike 
was nearer tonight than it had ever 
been, confidence was expressed in of- 
ficial quarters that the steps under 
contemplation would have the effect 
of preventing the walkout. The presi- 
dent, realizing the disaster which 
would come to the country if the rail- 
roads are tied up, was said to be de- 
termined to prevent a strike at any 
cost.- In his conferences with the ex- 
ecutives he strongly urged that they 
change their hitherto unyielding atti- 
tude, and when he saw the employees 
he declared that all suggestions from 
the executives should be given most 
careful consideration. 


JOINT SESSION 
BEING ARRANGED. 


Full arrangements for the appear- 


}ance of the president before congress 


were not completed tonight, but he 
discussed the question fully with the 
democratic steering committee of the 
senate and they agreed with him that 
he should address a joint session. 

The time of his appearance depends 
largely upon further conferences to- 
morrow with the executives and the 
employees. 

At today’s conference the 
presidents did not formally 
the statement agreed on by them last 
Friday night, which amounted to a 
flat refusal of his plan of settlement 
This statement has been signed by all 
the executives, but its presentation 
was withheld in the interest of peace. 
President Wilson was informed gener- 
ally ef its terms, however. 

Throughout the day there appeared 
to be some possibility that an agree- 
ment might be reached on a plan 
which would include concession of the 
eight-hour day, but postponement of 
its effectiveness until the railroads had 
an opportunity to prepare for it. Hope 
of persuading the railroad managers 
to agree to such a plan had not been 
given up tonight. 

After their conference with 
son the executives gave out 
ment in which they said they had laid 
before the president “suggestion in 
the nature of a proposition for progress 
toward a solution of the questions at 
issue.” 

Although it seems certain that there 
will be opposition from republicans in 
congress to the legislative suggestions 
of the president, administration lead- 
ers think it will be possible to get the 
laws through within .a reasonable 
time. 


UNION HEADS 
AT WHITE HOUSE. 


The visit of the brotherhood heads to 
the white house came within half an 
hour after the president had left the 
capitol. They hurried from their hotel 
on foot to the executive mansion and 
arrived shortly after 7 o'clock, while 
the president was at dinner. Their 
conference with the president was 
brief. He handed one copy of 
railroads’ counter proposal to A. 
Garretson, spokesman for the 
ployees, and said that he would 
discuss it any way. It is known, how- 
ever, that the brotherhood men gath- 
ered that he did not strongly approve 
of it. Conversation about the strike 
order followed and then the brother- 
hood heads departed. 

Every effort was made to keep the 
call at the white house secret. The 
union heads returned to their hotel 
singly and by separate routes. After 
passing out the word that they would 
meet the committee of twenty-four to- 
morrow morning to discuss the pro- 
posal they went to their rooms, de- 
clining absolutely to discuss their con- 
ference, 

News that copies of the strike orders 
sent out vesterday was in the hands of 
the railway presidents occasioned no 
surprise among the brotherhoods. Aft- 
er it became known yesterday that they 
suspected three of their number of act- 
ing as spies for the railroad heads, 
they said frankly that they expected 
the strike order soon would be in their 
employers’ hands. More than _ 6,000 
copies of the order, it was learned 
today, were mailed out of Washington 
last night, and each member of the 
committee of 640 received a_e copy. 
Copies in the hands of the executives 
are supposed to have been mailed back 
here from nearby points. 

“There was one traitor among the 
twelve disciples,’’ one of the brother- 
hood heads said, “and our average ap- 
pears to be higher than that.” 


STRIKE SET 
FOR LABOR DAY. 


Labor day was agreed upon as the 
time for the tentative strike order to 
become operative, it developed today, 
after careful consideration of several] 
dates. It finally was chosen because 
of the belief that a demonstration by 
the 2,000,900 or more union men who 
will march in labor day parades in he- 
half of the brotherhoods would have 
the effect of winning much public sup- 
port for the strikers. By Labor Day 
also the strike order will have been 
scattered to all points on all divisions 
in the country. The last of the dele- 
gates who left here yesterday will have 
reached their homes by next Friday 
night. 

Although the strike order !s for ? 
o'clock next Monday morning all lines 
affected probably would not he tied 
up before some time that night, if the 
order were released. 

Every member of the brotherhood, 
whether an employee on a passenger, 
freight or mail train is subject to the 
strike order. Brotherhood heads inti- 
mated last week that supply trains run- 
ning to the Mexican border, some pas- 
senger trains and possibly some milk 
trains would be exempted. Tonight 
they declared that all trains would be 
tied up. 

“We hope to tie up all freight and 
igi lines,” one of the leaders 
said. 


STRIKE ORDER 
VERY BRIEF. 


The strike order is brief. It is ad- 
dressed to all members of the four 
brotherhoods, is signed bv the various 
general chairmen an@ reads as follows: 

“Sirs and Brothers: This is to. advise 
that the vote of the employees in train 
and engine service on the eight-hour 
day and time and one-half overtime 
proposition was overwhelmingly in fa- 
vor of a strike. 

‘Notwithstanding this, vour repre- 
sentatives have heen unable to effect a 
satisfactory settlement and a strike un- 
der the laws of the respective organi- 
zations becomes effective on September 
4, 1916, at . 7, 

‘“Impart this information so those in- 
terested will understand that they are 
to promptly obey.” 

On a separate sheet the duties of 
members and officers in the conduct of 
a strike are set forth. Particular em- 
phasis is placed on conducting the pro- 
posed strike as peacefully as possible. 
Among the duties of members set forth 
are these: 

“No man in road service involved in 
the strike will perform any service 
after the hour set to strike, unless he 
has already begun a trin and has actu- 
ally left the terminal. If the train has 
left the terminal he will complete the 
trip and deliver the engine and train 
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if tied up under the law, after which 
he will perform no further service un- 
til the close of the strike. Men in 
other than road service will leave the 
service at the appointed time. 

“So far as your legal riecht to strike 


jis concerned. there is no difference hbe- 


tween a mail train and a freight train. 
You have identically the same right 
to refuse to nerform service on a mail 


| train as you 


ave to refuse to 
service on a freight train DeErerm 
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from the company’s property except 
such men as are designated certain 
duties to be performed by the authori- 
ty of organizatbons. 

“Every man should understand that 
the laws of the land must be obeyed. 
Acts of violence of any nature will 
not be tolerated by the organizations.” 


WILSON CONSULTS 
SENATE LEADERS. 


In his conference with the members 
of the senate democratic legislative 
steerin committee, President Wilson 
not only asked advtce regarding the 
desirability of his laying the whole 
railroad situation before congress in a 
personal address, but discussed with 
them problems of legislation to pre- 
vent a nation-wide strike, or, in the 
event of a strike, to Keep the roads 
in operation for national necessities. 
He disclosed to the committee the es- 
sential points in the protracted nego- 
tiations he has conducted for two 
weeks. 

The president reached the senate of- 
fice building a few minutes before 4 
o'clock. Senators awaiting him were 
Kern, Indiana; Martin, Virginia; 
Chamberlain, Oregon; Owen, Okla- 
homa; O'Gorman, New York; Thomas, 
Colorado; Reed, Missouri; James, Ken- 
tucky, and Williams, Mississippi. The 
conference continued for two hours 
and a half. As the president left the 
committee room he passed a group of 
hewspaper correspondents. He turned 
suddenly and summoned them. 

“I will have to tell you some time,”’ 
he said, “and I might just as well tell 
you now, that I came here today to 
consult with the steering committee of 
the senate and to get their advice on 
my appearing before congress on the 
railroad situation. I have just asked 
their advice and my decision will be 
announced later.” 

Senator Kern,‘ chairman of the com- 
mittee, said the committee was in full 
accord with the president regarding the 
advisability of addressing congreas, 
and that a joint session would be ar- 
ranged to hear him either tomorrow or 
Wednesday. 

“Just when the president will come 
before congress is left to him, of course, 
and will depend upon developments in 
the railroad controversy,” Senator Kern 
Said. “In view of the fact that he has 
some further conferences with railroad 
officlals tomorrow, he may not appear 
before Wednesday, but should he send 
word that he wishes to address a joint 
session tomorrow it can quickly be ar- 
ranged.” 

Senator Kern would not discuss de- 
tails of the long conference further 
than to say that the whole matter was 
thoroughly talked over, every member 
participating in the discussion. 

Senator O’Gormon said he thought 
the senators and the president had 
parted in accord as to the general pro- 
gram of legislation to be undertaken. 
Senator Thomas. of Colorado, when 
asked how long congress might he de- 
— by the legislative proposals, 
Said? 

“If everything proposed is to be paass- 
ed, we will be here until December” 


BOTH PARTIES 
INFORMED. 


Senators of both parties were inform- 
ed during the day of the general oute 
line of legislation which is being work- 
ed into shape for submission to cone 
gress in conferences between Senator 
Newlands, chairman of the interstate 
conmmmerce committee: Assistant Attor- 
ney General Todd, Judge William I,. 
Chambers, commissioner of mediation 
and concillation. and Edgar KE. Clark 
and other members of the interstate 
commerce commission. Senator News. 
lands consulting informally § with 
his colleagues on the interstate com- 
merce committee, but will not summon 
the committee in formal session until a 
draft is completed of a bill covering 
the proposals which the president and 
his advisers have in mind. Delibera- 
tions on this subject will be resumed 
tomorrow. 

“We have undertaken the framing of 
a general bill,” said Senator Newlands 
tonight, “regarding various phases of 
legislation that will be necessary to 
meet the railroad situation. In con- 
ferences begun today we reached no 
conclusion except as to the general 
scope of legislation that will be re- 
quired. The purpose is to take as a 
basis for this legislation the bill to en- 
large the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. To meet the emergency we are 
considering also legislation fixing an 
eight-hour day for railroad employees: 
an increase in. revenue to the railroads 
to meet greater expense of operation 
due to adoption of the eight-hour day. 
and amendment of the existing arbi- 
tration laws. 

“We are considering applying to the 
arbitration law the Canadian princi- 
ple which would prohibit a strike or 
lockout pending negotiations and for 
a period of sixty days following a de- 
cision in any controversy. 

“With reference to the efght-hour 
day there is being discussed the ad- 
visability of making legislation pro- 
viding for it effective at a time far 
enough in the future to permit the 
railroads to adjust their affairs. Just 
how all these things will he worked 
out finally we cannot sav.” 


TO KEEP ROADS 
IN OPERATION. 


In addition to this proposed con- 
structive legislation the president and 
his advisers also have under consid- 
the problem of legislation, in 
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in oneration. 

“The problem involved in legislation 
to insure operation of the railroads 
in case of a strike,” said Senator New- 
“is how far congress shall go 
in authorizing the federal government 
through the president to act. This leg- 
islation will give the president au- 
thority to draft trains and trainmen 
to operate them under federal control. 
The question is shall the president be 
authorized to draft trains merely for 
military necessity and the _ transpor- 
tation of the mails, or shall we go 
farther and provide for their opera- 
tion for weneral commercial transpor- 
tation? This {s a grave question that 
has not heen determined.” 

Opinion ts divided in congress on 
nearly all of the pronosed enactments. 
Some nrocreessive republican leaders 
todav said they Aounhted the wisdom 
of enacting an eight-hour railroad law 
in the midst of a threatened {ndustrial 
crisis In which “the art{stocrats of I1r7- 
bor attemnt to dictate to the railroads 
withant rerard to the shinners and the 
nuhlie" Thev.also exnressed the he- 
lief that comnulsorv erhitration never 
could he enforced in this country. 


SAVANNAH BOARD 


FOR ARBITRATION. 

Savannah, Ga., August 28.—The Sa- 
vannah Board of’Trade and the Sa- 
vannah Cotton Exchange ota | sent 
telegrams to President Wilson indors- 
ing the principle of arbitration in the 
differences between the railroads and 
their employees, and urging that this 
course be adopted. Mr. Mills B. Lane 
president of the Citizens and Southern 
bank, sent a similar telegram. 


ENGINEERS POSTPONE 
UNION MEETING. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 28.—Owing 
to the uncertainty of the outcome of 
the negotiations for the eight-hour day, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers have announced the postpone- 
ment of the union meeting of the 
southeastern’ territory, which was 
‘scheduled for Richmond, Va., Septem- 
ber 4. This announcement was made 
today by T. J: Hoskins, of Knoxville, 
who is chairman of the association. 

No announcement of the reasong 
were given further than to explain 
that the chief executives and various 
officials of the organization were so 
busily engaged with the wage negotia- 
tions that they could not attend the 
meeting, but it ts understood that the 
brotherhood leaders regard the present 
situation seriously. 


CAPTAIN ASTOR WEDS 
WIDOW OF LORD NAIRNE 


London, August 28.—Captain John 
Astor, of the First Life Guards, was 
married today to Lady Charles Mercer 
Nairne at Christ church. 

Captain Astor is the youngest son of 
Baron Astor, of. Hever Castle, who be- 
fore being elevated to the peerage, was 
William Waldorf Astor, formerly of 
New York. The bride is the widow of 
Lord Nairne, second son of the Marquis 
of Lansdowne, who was killed early in 
the war in France. She is a daughter 
of the late Lord Minto, former viceroy 
of India, and is 27 years old. Her 
brother, the present Lord Minto, gave 
her away. aron Astor and other

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TALY'S DECLARATION |ARRETT OPPOSES 


RIDICULED BY GERMANS 


[It Is Called an “Empty Ges- 
ture’? by Editors of the 
Berlin Papers. 


Berlin, August 28,—(Via London,.)— 
Although Italy’s declaration of war 
against Germany was absolutely un- 
heralded and came as a complete sur- 
prise, it failed to cause the slightest 
ripple of excitement in Berlin. The 
announcement was made public yester- 
day afternoon in the customary extra 
editions of the Sunday newspapers 
which give the official war reports. 
Idle crowds read the declaration un- 
demonstratively. 

The official. Norddeutsche ' § Allege- 
meine Zeitung sounds the keynote of 
press comment, taking the position that 
Italy’s formal declaration of war will 
have but little effect in view of exist- 
ing conditions. 

All the editorials were written prior 
to the receipt of information regard- 
ing Rumania’s declaration of war on 
Austria-Hungary, and almost without 
exception the newspapers expressed the 
hope that Italy’s action would, not 
force Rumania into the conflict. The 
Tageblatt says: 

“We have waited for this deelara- 
tion of war without Impatience or un- 
rest, with the same apathy with which 
one awaits a thunderstorm that is al- 
ready visible In the day. Our umbrella 
has long been raised. In Italy the dec- 
laration may be regarded as a great 
deed, and may be accompanied. with 
the unusual demonstration. In Germany 
it leaves the public ice cold.” 

The Lokal Anzeiger says the decla- 
ration is not a voluntary act, but a sign 
to the world that Italy stands no longer 
as an independent power, but rather as 
a vassal of her stronger allies. 

The view that Italy's action is 
not entirely voluntary ts express- 
ed also by The Vossische Zeitung, 
which characterizes Italy as a tool of 
the entent powers. This newspaper ex- 
presses the hope Rumania will regard 
Italy as a horrible example, not to be 
followed. 

The Deutsche Tages Zeitung declares 
that interest in such a declaration al- 
ways has been exceptionally small in 
Germany and now, without question, 
will continue so. 

The Morgenpost calls Italy’s action 
an empty gesture intended to appear 
heoric but actually tragico-comical and 
to be received with an indifferent shrug 
of the shoulder. 

The Kruz Zeitung says: “Italy finally 
has given way to the pressure of its 
master.” 

The Post sees only another evidence 
of Italy’s blackmail politics.

Washington, August 28.—Designs for 
a 9.5-inch Howitzer have been virtual- 
ly completed, and army officers believe 
the gun a@ more powerful and better 
weapon than the l1l-inch and 12-inch 
guns of similar type now in use abroad. 
It will have a range of nearly ten 
miles. It is planned to create two 
new heavy artillery regiments next 
year, such to be equipped with 12 of 
the guns and eventually to have every 
army corps of two divisions supported 
by a regiment of 9.6-inch Howitzers. 

In the Fifth and Ninth regiments of 
artillery, the army already: has two 
heavy artillery commands, equipped 
with 4.7-inch rifles and 6-inch Howit- 
zers. The Ninth is a new regiment now 
in process of organization in Hawaili. 
Later, it is planned to create two ad- 
ditional regiments to take over the big 
field guns, leaving the Fifth and the 
Ninth to deal exclusively with the light 
Howitzers.

Front — Isolated Engage- 
“ments on Russian Front, 
But No Notable Successes. 


Artillery engagements and mine op- 
erations again have 
fighting in France and Belgium. The 
British report further progress east of 
‘ Delville wood and near the Mouquette 
farm, in the Somme region. London 
also reports the shelling of British po- 


sitions by the Germans, especially be-. 


tween Pozieres and the Thiepval wood 
and reciprocal bombardments at other 
points. A German attack on the French 
near Fleury failed, according to Paris. 

From the ‘Riga region to the Car- 
pathian passes there have been isolat- 
ed engagements at various points be- 
tween the Russians and the <Austro- 
Germans, but no notable’ successes. 
Hard fighting is in progress between 
the Russians and the Turks in the Lake 
Van region and north of Bitlis. In the 
latter region the Turks have been 
driven back southward by a Russian 
counter attack, losing men and guns. 

Aside from bombardments from the 
Austrians along the Isonzo front the 
situation in the Austro-Italian theater 
remains unchanged. 


GAINS MADE 
BY BRITISH. 


London, August 28.-—No large ac- 
tions on the Somme front are report- 
ed in the official announcement of to- 
day, although the British made fur- 
their progress east of Delville wood. 

“In spite of indifferent weather some 
progress has been made east of Del- 
ville wood, and in minor successful en- 
terprises near Mouquet farm,” the 
statement says. : 

“Last night there was much hostile 
shelling against parts of our line, es- 
pecially in Delville wood, and on our 
trenches north of Pozieres. Our ar- 
tillery also was active.” 

The British official statement, issued 
tonight, reads: 

‘Today our long range gun's suc- 
cessfully fired on troops and traffic 
in different places between Bapaume 
and Miraumont. The enemy’s artillery 
shelled our front intermittently during 
the day more especially between Po- 
zieres and the Thiepval wood. 

“On the other parts of the front our 
artillery and trench mortars have been 
active, especially opposite Calonne, 
Neuve Chapelle, between Auchy and 
Cohenzollern, and also west of Wyt- 
schaete.. One hundred and thirty-seven 
prisoners have been captured by us 
during the past twenty-four hours. 

“On the evening of the 26th a heavy 
storm overtook eight of our aeroplanes; 
five of them have not returned.”

ALIAES REPULSED, 
|GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, August 28.—(Via London.)— 
British and French troops made re- 
peated attacks on the German positions 
last night in the region of the River 
Somme on the western front, says the 


‘official statemnet issued today by the 
‘German army headquarters staff. 


The 
attacks failed, the statement says, 
partly after hand-to-hand fighting and 
partly on account of th® German coun- 


ter attacks. 

The text of the statement dealing 
with the western front says: 

“Western theater: In the Somme dis- 
trict our western opponents, with 
strong forces, and after copious artil- 
lery preparations, made fresh efforts in 
the evening and night to break through 
our lines north of the river. 

“The English repeatedly stormed 
against our positions on the Thiepval 
—-Mouquet and Delville wood—Guichy 
fronts, while the French ‘stormed our 
positions between Maurepas and Clery. 

“Their attacks failed partly after 
hand-to-hand fighting and partly on 
account of counter attacks. Southwest 
of Mouquet and in Delville wood fight- 
ing still*goes on in small trench sec- 
tions. 

“On the remainder of the western 
front apart from lively artillery activi- 
ty in the evening hours on both sides 
of La Bassee canal and on the eastern 
bank of the Meuse nothing of im- 
portance happened.” 


GERMAN ATTACKS 
QUICKLY STOPPED 
BY RUSSIAN FIRE 


Petrograd, August 28.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Attacks made by German troops 
at two points on the northern part of 
the Russian front near Koldycheva 
lake and south of the Baranovichi-Lu- 
niniets railroad, were repelled, the 
war office announced today. In Galicia 
north of Mariampol, the Russians cap- 
tured a wooded position. 

The announcement reads: 

“On Saturday in the region north of 
Koldycheva lake, enemy columns at- 
tempted to launch an attack, but ow- 
ing to our artillery fire were com- 
pelled to return to their trenches. 

“On the River Shara, south of the 
Baranovichi-Luniniets railway, the 
Germans with a force of about two bat- 
talions launched an attack on our ad- 
vanced posts which were occupying 
trenches on the western bank of the 
river. The enemy forces were repelled. 

“On the Stokhod, south of the little 
town of Stobykhov, our scouting pa- 
trols surrounded an Austrian fleld post, 
part of which was captured. 

“In the region of the Dniester north 
of Mariampol our troops captured in 
an engagement the wood east of the vil-

lage of Deleiuyv, where they consoli- 
dated themselves. In this operation 
we took prisoner one officer and 37 
men. We captured two machine guns. 

“Caucasian Front: On the line from 
Kyghi to Lake Van fighting continues. 
Our detachments drove out the Turks 
from trenches on the bank of the River 
Masla Darasi, which joins the Euphra- 
tes at the village of Nurik, and crossed 
to the western bank. 

“North of Bitlis the enemy was re- 
pelled to the southward by our counter 
attack. We took in this operation 11 
officers and 200 Askaris and captured 
three machine guns. 

“In the direction of Mosul we are 
pressing the Turks in the region of 
Neri and Sakkiz.” 

Tonicht’s statement reads: 

“There has been no change in the 
situation on the western (Russian) and 
Caucasian fronts,” says tonight's offi- 
cial communication. 


RUSSIANS FAIL, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, August 28.—(Via London.)— 
Russian troops made an attack yester- 
day in Volhynia on the salient before 
Lutsk. The war office statement of 
today says they were repulsed. The 
announcement follows: 

“Front of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denberg: Near Lennewaden (on the 
Dvina front) an advance by a patrol 
resulted in the capture of two officers 
and 37 men.

Temporary success on the 
part of the enemy near Delejov was 
completely effaced by a counter attack 
in the night.

Rumania becomes the fourteenth na- 
tion to join in the war. Her interven- 
tion either on the side of the allies or 
the central powers has been awaited 
with symptoms of concern by both 
Since the beginning of the great con- 
flict. This is due not entirely to Ru- 
mania’s military strength, but also to 
the strategic advantages of her geo- 
graphical position and the fact that her 
entry into the struggle opens to the 
Russian tan a gateway through to 
Rumania to attack the Bulgarians from 
the north, while the allied army, hav- 
ing its base at Saloniki, attacks them 
and their German allies. from the 
south. 

Rumania’s Army. 

Nevertheless, Rumania’s military 
strength is by-no means inconsider- 
able. The country has a population of 
6,800,000 and her army has been eati- 
mated at 580,000. It often has been 
described as one of the most thorough- 
ly equipped and disciplined armies in 
Kurope, but recent information. from 
Bucharest has thrown some doubt upon 
its quality. Lately it has been stated 
that Rumanian officers are ill-trained 
and undisciplined; that Rumania has 
no heavy artillery and that its flying 
service is inferior. Some advocates of 
Rumania’s participation in the war 
have asserted that she could mobilize 
as many as 1,000,000 men. The mobiliza- 
tion of her army has been in progress 
for months and a few days ago was re- 
ported to be complete. 

The motive which prompts Rumania 
to enter the war is the satisfaction of 
her “national aspirations” described by 
Take Jonescu, the Rumanian liberal 
leader, as the “policy of national in- 
stinct.” Concisely, this means nation- 
al expansion. In the southern half of 
Bukowina, the Austrian crown land, the 
Rumanians are the dominant race. The 
mass of the people of eastern Transyl- 
vania, a part of Hungary, is Rumanian 
by race and language. It is said 4,000,- 
000 Rumanians live in Transylvania. 

Rumania has been credited with a 
long cherished ambition to annex these 
provinces and at the same time “lib- 
erate” the Rumanians now under Aus- 
trian domination. Recently it was re- 
ported Russia had offered Czernowitz 
to Rumania as a reward if she would 
unite with the entente. 

Rumania also covets Bessarabia, the 
extreme southwestern province of Rus- 
sia, on the Black sea, which was taken 
from her by the Bordin treaty of 1878. 
Reports have stated that Russia also 
has consented to restore Bessarabia as 
a war prize, with its population of two 
million, mostly Rumanians, and an area 
of 20,000 square miles. This, with 
Transylvania, would give Rumania a 
total population approaching 13,000,- 
000, and, should all her aspirations be 
satisfied a territory as great in area 
as that of England, Scotland and 
Wales. 

Long Border Line. 

Rumania has a border line as long as 
the whole Russian western war front, 
on which to choose her point of mili- 
tary attack. In what direction her 
first blow might be aimed is only in- 
dicated by her desire to pour her troops 
through the passes of the Transyl- 
vanian Alps, and the Carpathians into 
Transylvania. On the other hand Aus- 
tria has been accumulating military 
forces at Orsova prepared to attempt to 
force the “iron gates’ where the 
Danube river touches the western Ru- 
manian border. Bulgaria is said to 
have stationed 100,000 or more troops 
along the southern bank of the Danube 
to protect her northern frontier from 
a Rumanian invasion. 

Apprehension in Germany that Ru- 
mania intends to permit a Russian 
army to march through her territory 
to attack the Bulgarians has been ap- 
parent for some time. Military au- 
thorities in Buda Pest assert that the 
chief factor for the consideration of the 
central powers is not the Rumanian 
army, but the opportunity offered for 
a new Russian invasion of Hungary. 
Rumanian sympathizers in Transyl- 
vania have been sent to other sections 
and the Rumanian priests and churches 
there have been Kept under military 
supervision. The Transylvania-Ru- 
mania frontier defenses have been 
Strengthened by Austria as a precau- 


Along the line where the Teutonic al- 
lies are in contact with the Serbians, 
British and French, Berlin and Paris 
report additional gains for their re- 
spective forces. Berlin records the

GAINS REPORTED

Paris, August 28.—(Via London.)—

Saloniki. Three Bulgarian attacks 
against Serbian positions on the Ban- 
ica-Ostrovo road have been repulsed 
with heavy losses, it adds. 

Following is the statement:

East of the Cerna the Serbians, press- 
ing their vigorous offensive, have 
made considerable progress near Vet- 
renik. On the road from Bantica to 
Ostrovo three Bulgarian attacks 
against Serbian positions, delivered 
after intense artillery 
were repulsed with heavy losses. Ar- 
tillery fighting continued violently In 
this sector. 

“The Bulgarians have occupied lo- 
calities abandoned by the Greeks west 
of Kavala. British monitors have bom-

the Struma. 

‘Contrary to the Bulgarian com- 
munication of the 26th, Serbian troops, 
far from having suffered a defeat in 
the region of ukuruz, have made an 
important advance = and repeatedly 
have defeated the enemy.” 


An official statement from Sofia Au- 
gust 36 said: 

“On the night of August 21 unt!) 
the afternoon of August 23 the Serb- 
ians attempted eighteen successive at- 
tacks on our advanced positions in the 
sections of Kurkuruz and Kovel. All 
were repulsed, whereupon the Serbians 
retired to their former positions. Their

BRITISH SILENCE 
BULGARIAN GUNS. 


London, August 28.—Artillery fight- 
ing is in progress along the Macedo- 
nian front, but no infantry actions of 
importance are under way, so far as 
is indicated by today’s official account 
of the operations on this front.

GREEKS TO PRES 


KING CONSTANTINE 


50,000 Persons Cheer Veni- 
zelos as He Advises Them 
to Send a Committee to 
Warn Pro-German Ruler. 


Athens, August 28.—(Via London.)— 
Fifty thousand Greeks joined in a de- 
monstration before the residence of 
Venizelos, the former premier, Sunday 
and cheered him with boundless enthu- 
@iasm when he urged them to send a 
committee to King Constantine to urge 
him to support the present government 
and prepare the army. for “a possible 
rupture of existing conditions.” 


Venizelos Spenks. 

“Last week I summoned you to a 
demonstration to show you what to do. 
Now I exhort you to send a committee 
before the king and to say to him: 

“Your majesty, you were the victim 
of persons who persuaded you 
would be a German victory, and you 
thought you could violate the constitu- 
tion. The people do not approve of 
these facts. The reservists telegraph 
you that they are ready to follow you, 
because they think you always will re- 
main neutral. 

“Elections are necessary, but ~ you 
must not use your influence politically, 
because the results would be destruc- 
tive. The present government is abso- 
lutely necessary. The premier (Alex- 
ander Zaimis) is an excellent man. You 
should give the government ful! po- 
litical authority.

Kavala, Greece, August 28.—The ef- 
fect of the Bulgarian occupation of 
Doxato, a scene of alleged atrocities of 
which the Greeks accused the Bulgars 
in the last war, is prodigious. Kavala 
is the theater of amazing scenes of 
disorder. Thousands of refugees are 
pouring into this port from the Hin- 
terland and crowding the steep, narrow 
streets until they are impassable. The 
streets are littered with every kind of 
household goods, flung away by the 
owners, fleeing before the advancing 
Bulgars as before the plague. 

These goods were abandoned by the 
fugitives upon their discovery’ that 
means of escape from the city Dy sea 
transports are inadequate. Small bdDoats, 
dangerously overloaded with women 
and children, are rowing’ aimlessly 
about the harbor, their occupants seek- 
ing asylum aboard any vessel, regard- 
less of its destination or the price of 
passage.

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STOPPING THE STRIKE. 

“In any discussion of the situation in- 
volving the prospective strike of some 
400,000 railway trainmen and the conse- 
quent tying up of traffic the country over, 
the very first consideration is. that the 
United States can, under no circumstances, 
afford a disaster of this character—a pre- 
ventable disaster—and that it must not be 
allowed to take place. + 

This is the’ basis upon which President 
Wilson has labored and struggled with the 
problem, the basis upon which he has called 
congress to his assistance. | 

There is no good reason why there 
should be a strike, and in the interests of 
the millions of people the country over, not 
only in the cities, but in the uttermost rural 
hamlet, it must be stopped. 

In this statement The Constitution, in 
no sense prejudges the case on either side. 
We do not question the claims either of the 
railroads or their employees; but we 
know that there is a way to solve this prob- 
lem without creating chaos and spreading 
distress and suffering among the millions of 
American inhabitants. 

in fact, President Wilson himself pointed 
out a way, and if there be criticismgof the 
attitude of either side it must fall upon the 
railroads which have seen fit to reject the 
president’s proposal and necessitated his 
calling congress to his aid. 

It is unfortunate that this problem 
should have reached its acute stage just as 
congress, after an extraordinarily long and 
tedious session, was just preparing to ad- 
journ. But if, by working in conjunction 
with the president, it can avert this calam- 
ity, the people will be glad to see it remain 
in session just so long as is necessary to 
achieve that object. 

If ultimate solution must rest with con- 
gress, as seems now to be the case, con: 
gress should proceed upon the proposal that 
there must be no strike. 

Having reached that determination and, 
with the definite knowledge that there is 
some way out of it, for assuredly there is a 
way, it becomes the duty of congress to 
find it and save the people of the United 
States from the gravest disaster that has 
threatened them since the civil war.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND WAGONS 


Fulton county’s rural schook pupils must 
continue for a while yet to walk to their 
respective schoolhouses, or ride in private 
conveyances. The board of education has 
denied the request of petitioners that the 
county provide school wagons to carry the 
youngsters to and from school each day, 
deeming the estimated outlay of $3,000 or 
$4,000 a year not warranted, because “the 
schools are within easy reach of the pupils.” 

The board's position may be justified by 
the facts—assuming they are as stated—but 
as a general proposition bait by which to 
entice country boys and girls to the school- 
house cannot be made too alluring. In 
sparsely-settled districts variously through. 
out the United States the school wagon has 
proven the solution of a grave problem—the 
education of the country youth. 

A prettier sight than that of a carry-all 
_ Joaded to the buffers with a crowd of merry, 
laughing, rosy-cheeked country girls and 
boys hurrying adown the lanes on a bright 
morning to the schoolhouse is hard to pic- 
ture. The return journey, when the shadows 
are long on the opposite side of the road, is 
just as joyful, though the happy little faces 
may have lost some of-their luster and the 
bright, honest, trustful eyes some of their 
‘glint, through the day of play and work. 

The system is a simple ene: The school 
board usually lets a contract to some re- 
liable citizen to drive through the neighbor- 


: a hood with a carry-all each morning, gather 


do 


| by a stated hour; then to call for them at 


the close of school and deliver them back 
to their homes. 

It robs school days of their burden of 
irksomeness; it makes for the “kiddies” 
every day a picnic day. Saturday comes all 
too soon and Monday is ages away. And it 
relieves the fond mother of tons of worry 
to know that her little ones are safeguarded 
between home and school from the dangers 
of storm or the common accidents. 

The school wagon is considered almost 
a necessary institution in some sections of 
the country, as in the Dakotas and other 
“plains states,’ where farms are large, and 
the distances to school proportionately 
great; and great also ig the danger in the 
summer from wind and rain, and in the 
winter months from the dreaded blizzard. 

It is not so here, of course; but any 
means by which it is possible to interest our 
country children in school and study should 
not, all things being equal, be overlooked. 

Georgia and Fulton county are going to 
see some mighty strides in general educa- 
tion within the next few years. Compulsory 
attendance and free text-books are almost 
here. And clear the track for the school 
wagon! 


AS TO HIGHER FREIGHT RATES. 


It is a peculiar fact, according to testi- 
mony adduced before the railroad commis- 
sion in connection with the pending hearing 
upon the petition of the railroads for in- 
creased freight rates within the state, that 
the railroad representatives have not fig- 
ured out and do not know how much, even 
approximately, the rate increases asked for 
would add to their annual income. 

During the cross-examination the other 
day of C. McD. Davis, general freight agent 
of the Atlantic Coast Line, before the rail- 
road commission, the following conversa: 
tion is reported to have ensued: 


“How much will these proposed rates 
increase the revenue of the railroads?” 

“I do not know.” 

“How much will they 
revenue of your road?’ 

“T would not undertake to say.” 

“Have you ever made an estimate?” 

“20. @ir.”” 

“Has any other official of your road 
ever made an estimate?’””’ 

“Not the slightest, that I know of.” 

“Haven't you even got an opinton as 
to how much your revenue will be in- 
creased””’ 

‘No, sir.” 


The general theory of rate-making, as 
we understand it, is that a railroad or a 
public service corporation shall be allowed 
to charge the public for service rendered a 
sufficient amount to enable it to earn a fair 
and reasonable dividend upon its invest- 
ment. 

If there is no knowledge and no showin’ 
as to what extent the proposed rate in- 
creases will add to the income of the rail- 
roads, how is it possible to expect the rail- 
road commission or anyone else to deter- 
mine whether the increases asked for are 
just and reasonable or not? As a matter 
of fact, the admission of Mr. Davis that 
neither he nor any of the other railroad 
men know, or can even approximate, the 
extent to which the proposed _§ increases 
would add to the revenue of the roads, is a 
little unusual, in view of the fact that as a 
rule the railroad officials. and railroad ex- 
perts figure to the last penny just what a 
particular rate does or would do, if it were 
increased or lowered. 

Even if the basis of the present petition 
is totally different from that of just and 
fair earnings upon investment, certainly 
this basis must figure in any ultimate de- 
cision as to what the particular rates 
should be.

There is a rivalry in road-building among 
North Carolina counties which igs making for 
greater prosperity in that state, and, as The 
Lexington (N. C.) Dispatch puts it, roads 
are not being built “just for today, but for 
tomorrow and every other day that follows.” 

That should be the road-building stand- 
ard everywhere, and the record of Davidson 
county on that line is given by The Dispatch 
as follows: 4 


From the worst to the best roads ina 
great state is quite a step for any county 
to make within a year, but this is the 
claim of Davidson county, a claim that is 
generally conceded by those who have re- 
cently gone over a portion of her system 
of topsoil roads. Approximately a hun- 
dred miles of these roads were finished 
June 30 and about 120 miles were in 
course of construction or authorized 
on the same date. When a road is fin- 
ished the maintenance men take up their 
task of keeping it finished. 


That is the point: “When a road is fin- 
ished, keep it finished.” And that is why 
North Carolina is making such a notable 
record among road-building states: The 
roads are not worked one day in the year, 
but are made the individual care of the 
counties every day. 

In no other way can the reputation of a 
state for good roads be maintained.

AUTHOR OF NEILL PRIMARY BILL 
ANSWERS STATEMENT CREDITED — 


TO GOVERNOR HARRIS WITH FACTS 


In answer to a statement credited to Gov- 
ernor Harris by the afternoon papers that 
the Neill primary bill was written in the of- 
fice of law partners of Hugh Dorsey, Hon. 
W. C. Neill, of Columbus, who introduced the 
bill in the general assembly, has furnished 
The Constitution with a statement in which 
he says that the bill was written by himself 
without the assistance of anyone, in his office 
in Columbus. 

Mr. Neill states that he introduced a simi- 
lar bill in the 1915 legislature before Gover- 
nor Harris was inaugurated, and a year be- 
fore Hugh Dorsey signified his intentions 
of running for governor. The bill was as- 
signed to a committee and a substitute which 
differed only slightly was reported back. The 
legislature adjourned without passing the 
bill and immediately Mr. Neill got busy pre- 
paring a similar measure for -introduction 
in the 1916 session. 

Mr. Neill discusses the history of the 
measure in detail and emphatically declares 
that no member of the firm of Dorsey, Brew- 
ster, Howell & Heyman had anything to do 
with drawing up the bill. 

Mr. Nelill’s Statement. 

His communication follows in full: 

Editor Constitution, Atlanta, Ga.: Refer- 
ring to press dispatches contained in last 
Sunday’s papers, quoting from speeches of 
yovernor Harris delivered at Fort Gaines 
and Edison, and also Monday afternoon’s pa- 
pers quoting from speech delivered at-Cedar- 
town, in which Governor Harris charged that 
the primary election bill, which he recently 
vetoed, was written in the office of the law 
partner of Hon. Hugh M. Dorsey, as the au- 
thor of the bill I respectfully ask space in 
your columns to make a statement. The 
governor makes this charge, he says, because 
the fact that this bill was written there has 
several times been published, and he has nev- 
er heard it denied. 

“The only publication of any charge of this 
kind that I have ever seen prior to Sunday’s 
paper was an editorial in The Macon Tele- 
graph of August 19, from which I quote as 
follows: ‘There seemed a well-defined idea 
that it (referring to the primary election bill) 
was written in the law offices of Dorsey, 
was sent on to Columbus to another well- 
known lawyer, who has a‘ decided and effi- 
cient leaning to politics, who put his approval 
on it and handed it over to the author to in- 
troduce and put through, the author in this 
case being a law partner of the Columbus 
lawyer hereinbefore described, and _ that, 
therefore, it was designed to save Dorsey 
from the peril he has himself so freely as- 
serted upon his entering a convention, unless 
he has enough to nominate on the first 
ballot.’ 

“I did not deem it necessary to reply to 
the above inference at the time, as the edi- 
torial plainly showed that no direct charge 
was made, and I did not care for a newspa- 
per controversy. 

“However, in view of the fact that the 
governor himself has converted this infer- 
ence drawn by the editor of The Macon 
Telegraph into a direct charge, because it 
has not been denied, I wish to enter this 
denial and make this statement. 

Facts in the Case. 

“These are the facts about the primary 
election bill: The original bill was prepared 
by me in Columbus, Ga., during the first part 
of June, 1915, and was introduced by me in 
the general assembly on June 24, 1915, the 
first day of the session, and three days before 
Governor Harris was inaugurated as gover- 
nor of Georgia. I prepared this bill without 
the aid, assistance or suggestion from any- 
one whomaoever, and no living human being 
but myself ever saw the bill until it was in- 
troduced in the general assembly of Georgia. 
The local papers at Columbus carried a syn- 
opsis of the bill a few days prior to its intro- 
duction. This bill provided for a nomination 
by plurality of the county unit votes through- 
out the state; the bill was heard before gen- 
eral judiciary committee No. 1 of the house 
July, 1915, and a subcommittee consisting of 
Messrs. Atkinson of Fulton, Culpepper of 
Meriwether, Heath of Burke, Green of Wilkes, 
and myself, were appointed to draft a sub- 
stitute; this subcommittee delegated me to 
the duty of preparing the substitute, which 
I did and which was identically the same as 
the original bill, except to fix a certain date 
for the primary and to provide for the con- 
tingency of a tie in the popular vote of any 
particular county. This substitute was adopt- 
ed by the subcommittee and full committee and 
the hill was reported back to the house with 
recommendation that it do pass by substi- 
tute. 

“As soon as the legislature of 1915 ad- 
jcurned I again carefully considered the 
question of this primary bill, and to consider 
especially the arguments made in the com- 
mittee relating to the propriety of preserving 
the majority plan of nominations instead of 
the plurality plan as provided by the bill and 
substitute, the main argument being that un- 
der a plurality plan, it would enable a minor- 
ity to dominate in a race where there were 
more than two candidates. Thereupon, I 
ecncluded in my own mind that it was better 
to preserve the majority plan and in order 
to do so, and also to accomplish the object 
of the bill, it would be necessary to provide 
for a second primary, in the event that no 
candidate receive a majority of all of the 
county unit vote in the first primary. It Was 
then in the early fall of 1915, before there 
was the slightest suggestion from any source 
whatsoever that Governor Harris would have 
any opposition whatsoever the year follow- 
ing. that I prepared the substitute for the 
whole, providing for the second primary, ead 
which was offered by me on the floor of the 
house when the bill was reached in the early 
part of July, 1916, and which substitute was 
adopted by the house, with a few § slight 
amendments, and finally passed by house and 
senate, and vetoed by the governor. When 
I prepared this substitute, it was done with- 
out the aid, assistance or suggestion of my 
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one of the most popular young attorneys in 
the county. 

Next to the race 


for the solicitor’s job, 
interest is centered in the race now on for 
Judge of the Blue Ridge circuit. Last elec- 
tion, Judge H. lL. Patterson defeated Judge 
N. A. Morris after the latter had served only 
one term, and now Judge Morris is after 
revenge and is making an effort to seé every 
registered voter in the district before elec- 
tion.

“My first knowledge or intimation that 
this bill was favored by Hon. Hugh M. Dor- 
sey was a letter written by him to that 
effect and received by me while the debate 
on the bill was in progress. 

‘T earnestly, unequivocally and solemnly 
state that the bill, committee substitute and 
my last substitute, were prepared by me 
without the aid, assistance or suggestion of 
any person whomsover, and introduced, press- 
ed for passage and finally rassed, without 
the slightest bit of partisanship on my part 
for any candidate for governor, and that thé 
reason why I introduced these bills was to 
cure what I considered one of the greatest 
evils in Georgia politics—convention nomina- 
tions. I had attended two conventions where 
I had seen the convention nomination plan in 
full operation, and, to my mind, the system 
was bad, was contrary to democratic ideals, 
and could ‘tbe used and had been used to 
thwart and defy the will of the people. As @ 
representative of the people I acted from @ 
pure and conscientious desire to abolish for- 
ever from Georgia the ‘juggling,’ trickery and 
echicanery of the convention, and to give 
back to the people what was and is right- 
fully theirs—the right to nominate by their 
own votes their public officials. 

“Surely, if partisan interests were behind 
this matter, they would have selected a leader 
of long experience in the legislature, and 
would not have chosen for the job of 
‘putting the bill over’ an unknown mem- 
ber serving his first term. Then again, 
if one will stop and think, surely those back- 
ing the candidacy of Mr. Dorsey would not 
have pushed this bill, for the simple reason 
that, although the bill, committee substitute 
and the final substitute with the second pri- 
mary, contained absolutely fair provisions as 
regards each and all of the candidates, under 
the circumstances of the present race, the 
operations of the bill would have done Mr. 
Dorsey more harm than good. Why dol say 
that? It is generally accepted that three of 
the candidates are centering their fire on Mr. 
Dorsey. Granted that the bill had not been 
vetoed. If in the first primary Mr. Dorsey 
should have received a majority, the Dill 
would not be applicable and no second pri- 
mary would be necessary. If, on the other 
hand, Mr. Dorsey should have run either 
first or second in the first primary, and a 
second primary should have been necessary, 
is it not true that in the second primary the 
opposition would have consolidated its forces 
and greatly endangered the election of Mr. 
Dorsey? 

“Of course, I was delighted that Mr. Dor- 
sey came out boldly in favor of the princi- 
ples of the bill, and I attributed it solely te 
the fact that he conscientiously believed in 
the principle of preserving to the counties of 
Georgia, large and small, their rights, as 
defined by the constitution of 1877, and in tle 
principle of preserving to the people them- 
selves the right of nominating their public 
officials. 

Governor’s Reason Reactionary. 

“One reason given by Governor Harris 
for the veto was that the rules of nomina- 
tion is a matter of party regulation, and not 
by statute. This is quite reactionary, as 
practically every state in the union now reg- 
ulates this matter by law, and Georgia her- 
self has parfially done so by the primary act 
of 1908, and the primary ‘bill was merely in- 
tended to put Georgia abreast of the other 
states of the union on this question. 

“The main reason given for the veto was 
the expense of the sécond primary. The gov- 
ernor certainly was lavoring under a misap- 
prehension here, as the large sums expended 
by statehouse candidates do not go to pay 
expenses of the primaries; they are expended 
for the purpose of advertising and other ex- 
penses of their campaigns, besides the actual 
expenses of holding the primaries, with the 
exception of a nominal assessment of about 
$250.00 each, which is used by the state com- 
mittee in preparing tally sheets sent over 
the state, postage, etc. If the primary Dill 
Kad not been vetoed, and a second primary 
should have been necessary in 1916, it would 
not have been necessary to have assessed the 
candidates for governor or other statehouse 
officers one cent in addition to the nominal 
sum of $250.00 already assessed against the 
candidates for governor and $125.00 against 
the candidates for other statehouse offices, 
for the simple reason that the expenses of 
holding the second,primary could easily have 
been arranged for by the local party authori- 
ties in the various counties. Even if it 
should have been necessary to have made an 
additional assessment of the same amount, 
has it come to this in Georgia, that for the 
sake of saving a few dollars we are going 
io surrender the sovereign rights of the peo- 
ple to a few ‘hand-picked’ delegates in a con- 
vention? 

Will Introduce Bill in 1917. 

“Governor Harris, by the stroke of his pen 
in vetoing this bill, has, in my humble opin- 
ion, committed himself to a most reactionary 
principle, and has struck the greatest blow 
against popular rights since Yankee bayonets 
were pointed at Georgia voters during the 
days of reconstruction. 

“However, it is my sincere hope that at the 
next session of the general assembly, when 
partisanship shall have subsided, justice and 
right will prevail, and the evil of the con- 
vention nominations will be forever abolished 
from Georgia and the rights of the people 
will become firmly established by statute. 

“While it was a keen personal disappoint. 
ment to me that the governor's veto rendered 
null and void all of my efforts for this bill 
during the past two years, I feel more keen- 
ly the effort to deprive me of the credit of 
good intentions and honesty of purpose, ia 
my work for the passage of this bill.

That Hugh Dorsey's strength has be- 
come so apparent, even to the most ar- 
dent eupporters of his opponents, as 
to bring about a frantic effort on the 
part of the other three candidates to 
unite against him, is strikingly illus- 
trated in the attempt in the last week 
through newspapers unfavorable to Mr.

ports from me about these meetings, 


* the now fairly desperate friends of the 


other candidates can find in my reports 
but three instances to serve as the ba- 
sis of criticism or attacks. 

Stand by Every Heport. 

Let me state to begin with, that I 
stand by every report I have made of 
these Dorsey meetings. I am charged 
with “coloring” my reports. I admit 
it—there had to be “color” in the re- 
ports because the meetings were fairly 
rampant with “color.” Frankly, if Mr. 
Dorsey’s opponents want me to write 
political reports without the glowing 
terms it has been necessary for me to 
use, I will have to attend some of their 
own meetings. My reports, if reflecting 
the accuracy of my reports of the Dor- 
sey meetings, would then be dull and 
dreary enough to suit them. 

Now as to the pathetic efforts of the 
past week to discredit my reports. 

An afternoon newspaper in Atlanta 
has published a story from Carnesville 


to the effect that my story of the “Dor- 
gey speech was exaggerated,” that 
“there was no rush” and that the sher- 
iff stated that he did not find it neces- 
sary to hold back the crowds. The 
very wording of this sto”y is suffi- 
cient to indicate that it was based on 
hearsay. I was at this speaking for 
the purpose of writing what happen- 
ed: I saw what happened, and am still 
willing to believe my own eyes. The 
crowd in the auditorium numbered 
more than 1,000 people, and there were 
at least 1.200 on the outside who were 
unable to gain admittance. I stated 
that bailiffs were in the vicinity of 
the entrance endeavoring to keep the 
place from congestion, and I still stand 
by that assertion, and add that so dense 
was the crowd that some measures 
were necessary in order to prevent the 
auditorium from being packed to the 
point of suffocation. From the en- 
thusiasm displayed at this meeting, that 
crowd was deliberately deeciving it- 
self, or it’ was with Mr. Dorsey, and 
will yet be with him on election day, 
whatever may have been the informa- 
tion of the afternoon paper to the con- 
trary. 

Another afternoon newspaper in At- 
Janta published a story from Milledge- 
ville, the object of which is to dis- 
eredit my account of Mr. Dorsey’s con- 
ference there. This story also pleads 
guilty of being based on hearsay, and 
seeks to convey the impression, with- 
out so stating, that there was no con- 
ference of Dorsey supporters in Mil- 
ledgeville. The first requisite of a 
newspaper reporter is to be on the job 
and to know what happens, which 
was evidently not the case with the 
Milledgeville scribe. There was a con- 
ference of Dorsey supporters in Mil- 
ledgeville at the time of Mr. Dorsey's 
visit there. It took place in room 1 
of the Baldwin hotel, in the very mid- 
dle of town, at 9:30 o’clock that night. 
The navies of the conferees are in the 
hands of the Dorsey campaign mana- 
gers and the results of the conference 
will undoubtedly add counties from the 
enemy's territory to the Dorsey col- 
umn on September 12.

The most recent attempt to discred- 
it my account of the Dorsey meetings 
is published in an Atlanta paper of 
This is a letter writ- 
ten by George H. Carswell, of Irwin- 
ton, who introduced Mr. Dorsey when 
he spoke there.

Although 
he declares himself to be a sup ter 
of Mr. Pottle, I am still seuainalt’ tat 
he was sincere in the statements made 
in his introduction, despite the effort 
of Mr. Pottle’s campaign management 
to place both Mr. Carswell and myself 
in false positions.

Proposal to Substitute 
Southern Classification for 
Georgia Classification Will 
Be Taken Up Today. 


The proposal of the railroads of 


Georgia to’ substitute the southern rate 
classification for the Georgia classi- 
fication, one of the most important 
changes in Georgia rates proposed by 
the carriers in their petition now being 
heard by the state railroad commission, 
will be taken up before the commis- 
Sion this morning at 10 o'clock. 

The carriers Monday completed their 
explanation and justification of their 
Proposed class rates and rate bases 
from the several Georgia cities, with 
the exception of rates from interior 
points to the Georgia ports, which 
will be presented later by Randall Clif- 
ton, of the Southern railway. 

Presented by Wright. 

The proposed rates from Augusta, 
Macon and Columbus were presented 
Monday morning by N. B. Wright, gen- 
eral freight agent of the Central of 
Georgia railroad, and the  vroposed 
rates from Valdosta, Bainbridge, 
Thomasville and other south Georgia 
points were covered in a general state- 
ment at the afternoon session by G. §&. 
Rains, general freight agent of the 
Seaboard Air Line. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Wright's 
testimony at the morning session, W. 
A. Wimbish, attorney for the Georgia 
Shippers’ association, cross-examinea 
him with the idea of showing that the 
proposition of the railroads to increase 
their rates from the larger oities out- 
ward for the short haul of less than 
130 miles means an increase which 
more than offset the reductions to 
points more than 130 miles distant, and 
that a burden will be placed upon the 
smaller cities in obtaining consign- 
ments from the nearby larger cities. 
Mr. Wright stated that such increases 
were only resultant from the increase 
in the soale itself and placed no rela- 
tively heavier burden upon eny town, 
but on the contrary put the small town 
in position where it could buy from 
the primary markets on the same foot- 
ing with the larger cities. 

Wright Is Grilled. 

Mr. Wimbish put Mr. Wright through 
a grilling to bring out the point he had 
in mind. He named practically all the 
Georgia towns affected under the pro- 
posed 130-mile increase limit located on 


one-line basis, where they are not af- 
fected by combinations. | 

When it became apparent that Mr. 
Wimbish intended making a canvass of 
the state, Mr. Wright selected a set 
answer, which was that the original 
proposal of the roads contemplated 
slight increases in the 130-mile zone. 

Mr. Wimbish also asked Mr. Wright 
concerning the effect of water compe- | 
tition at Macon in fixing the rates™ 
Mr. Wright stated that he did not know 
to what extent water competition en- 
tered into the Macon situation, but 
that he thought if it had not been suf- 
ficient in the past to authorize a re- 
duction that the carriers would not be 
warranted in asking it now. 

Mr. Wright, in reply to further ques- 
tioning on this subject, stated that he 
did not believe that river navigation 
to Macon was any greater now than in 
the past, but that the potential com- 
petition was undoubtedly there. 

Differences in Rate, 

Mr. Wimbish asked Mr. Wright if he 
did not think that the slight difference 
between the rates from Macon to Sa- 
Vannah and the rates from Nashville 
and Chattanooga to Savannah was too 
slight to be justified by difference in 
the distance of the hauls, and whether 
he thought that these rates could be 
justified by the cost of the hauls. —_Mr. 
Wright replied that these rates had 
been fixed in line with the basis on 
which the rates from the Ohio river 
cities and to the south Atlantic ports. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion Mr. Callaway asked Mr. Wright if it 
was not true that the facts brought out 
by Mr. Wimbish with reference to the 
advances in the class rates from Macon, 
Atlanta and other points were pointed 
out by the carriers in their preliminary 
statement of the case, in the public an- 
nouncements and* through the testi- 
mony of every witness that had been 
on the stand. Mr. Wright stated it has 
been very specifically shown in every 
way possible that the scale of class 
rates has been slightly advanced for 
distances up to 130 miles, and that 
wherever the advanced scale applied, it 
followed that there was this slight 
advance. 

Mr. Wright in reply to further ques- 
tions, stated that Mr. Wimibish's con- 
clusion that there would be an added 
transportation burden placed on the 
small towns was incorrect, and took 
Madison, the point used by Mr. Wim- 
bish, and stated that the first class 
rate, as an illustration, from New York 
was reduced 26 cents per 100 pounds, 
and from Louisville, representing the 
west, 16 cents per 100 pounds, whereas 
the advance from (Madison, which is 
the same from all other towns in Geor- 
gia, on first class, for 15 miles is 2 
cents, and for 25 miles 3 cents, per 100 
pounds. Mr. Wright stated that at 
points like Madison, Jackson, ,Barnes- 
ville and hundréds of other towns 
throughout the state, there were sharp 
reductions on January 1, of this year, 
from points without the state, and 
much in excess of any advances that 
had been made in the intrastate rates. 


Would Not Pay Advances. 


Mr. Wright further stated that he 
considered Mr. Wimbish wrong in his 
conclusion that the small towns would 
continue to draw their supplies from 
the larger cities in Georgia to the ex- 
tent they had done heretofore: that 
therefore, they would not pay the 
slightly advanced intrastate rates from 
such cities as Atlanta, Augusta and 
other old distributing points to the ex- 
tent they had heretofore done, but 
would draw their supplies to a large 
extent from the primary markets, inas- 
much as they were now able to do this 
for the first time on an equality with 
the larger cities, such as Atlanta; that 
heretofore there had been on incentive 
to the. small towns to draw from the 
primary markets as the rates were 
made on combination, but now they 
were on an equality with the large 
ce ‘2. mtd pe ac and paid the same 
rates. inbound, brought ab rh 
ae reductions, " = en 

‘ommissioner Perry aske 
Wright if the small towns «lage 
the same position to buy in carload 
quantities as the large Georgia cities 
and if they would not have to Zo to 
the large cities for less than carload 
quantities. Mr. Wright stated. that 
practically the first five classes were 
any quantity and that most of the let- 
tered classes were any quantity, so 
that a merchant at Madison could buy 
a sack of meal or flour at the Ohio 
river ow as cheap a rate as the Sur- 
rounding cities, and could buy a box 
of shoes, millinery or clothing in New 
York on as cheap a rate as the large. 
cities could buy in carloads, and that 
they had the full advantages of the 
larger cities. 

Mr. Wright further pointed out that 
while the advances were slight vet 
they were greater between the large 
cities than between the small cittes. 
and from the big cities to the small 
cities. 

He stated, for instance. that the 
rates between Macon and Atlanta were 
less than from either Atlanta or Ma- 
con to points between Macon and At- 
lanta, and that while the rate from 
Macoa. instance. to Griffin, Jones- 
boro and Barnesville had been in- 


therefore, the small and the large 
towns would be on an equality, there 
being no less rates between Macon and 
Atlanta than at any intermediate 
point. 

Mr. Callaway questioned Mr. Wright 
for the’ purpose of showing that Mr. 
Wimbish in asking him about the 
rates from Atlanta, Columbus, Augus- 
ta, Macon and other towns only used 
for illustration one-line hauls where 
the continuous mileage scale is ap- 
plied, and where, in most cases, the 
rates were slightly increased up to 
130 miles, and did not use two-line 
hauls where, in most instances, the 
rates are much less than the previous 
combination rates. For instance, said 
Mr. Wright, while Mr. Wimbish asked 
about rates from Columbus to Albany, 
he did not ask about the rates from 
Columbus to Bainbridge and Thomas- 
ville, where the former two-line rates 
had been materially reduced, and while 
he asked about rates from Macon to 
Valdosta, he did not ask about rates 
to Thomasville, Quitman and points of 
that character, which had been re- 
duced. 

Rates Considered Separately. 

Mr. Wright discussed the proposed 
ates from Augusta, Macon and Co- 
lumbus separately, and in each instance 
gave a brief review of the present 
rates and filed exhibits to show how 
and when the present depressed rates 
were established. 

He then outlined briefly the proposed 
rates from each of these cities, taking 
up Augusta first. 

Hie stated that the proposed rates 
from Augusta over the lines of the 
Georgia railroad and the Central of 
Georgia are based on the proposed con- 
tinucus mileage scale over each of 
these roads, with the exception of cer- 
tain proposed departures from the 
mileage scale over the Central as fol- 
lows: ‘ 

The Central asks to 
meet the rates of the Georgia 
Macon, Milledgeville, Madison, Cov- 
ington, Atlanta and Athens, on the 
basis proposed for relief in cases where 
the more circuitous line is more than 16 
per cent longer than the mileage of the 
short continuous line which fixes the 
rate. 

in order that intermediate points be- 
tween Milledgeville and Covington an@ 
between Macon and Athens may not De 
placed at disadvantage as compared 
with the common points of Madison, 
Covington and Athens, reached by the 
short line of the Georgia railroad, the 
Central asks to be allowed to observe 
rates on the basis of the proposed class 
C scale for 180 miles, with Milledgeville, 
Madison, Covington or Athens compbli- 
nation as maxima, and the Central fur- 
ther asked to be allowed to observe 
the rates of the Georgia and Florida 
road at Midville and of the Augusta 
Southern at Tennille, on the’ theory 
that the Central should have relief un- 
der the 115 per cent rule. 

Upon the same condition 
tral asked to be allowed to observe 
rates from Augusta to points on the 
Central’s Chattanooga dfVision via Ma- 
con not higher than the rates pro- 
posed over the more direct haul of 
other roads through Atlanta. 

Augasta Kates. 

Stating that only the Georgia road 
and the Central have continuous intra- 
state mileage from Augusta to Georgia 
points, Mr. Wright proposed that the 
rates from Augusta to points like 
Valdosta and Quitman and local sta- 
tions in that territory be establi8hed in 
line with the interstate rates from 
Charleston to the same territory. 

Mr. Wright pointed out that while 
the rates from Augusta to such com- 

on points as Moultrie, Thomasville 
and Quitman are not materially differ- 
ent from the present rates, the pro- 
posed rates to local stations would be 
materially reduced. 

In clearing up a discussion over the 
Augusta-Elberton rate situation which 
came up several days ago, Mr. Wright 
Monday said: 

“There is no continuous mileage of 
any line between Augusta and Elberton, 
but the short line distance via the C. 
& W. C., Calhoun Falls and the Sea- 
board Air Line is 84 miles, and those 
lines have proposed via this interstate 
route rates the same for Atlanta, a 
distance of 107 miles, and they propose 
to observe these rates as maximum to 
points on the Seaboard between the 
South Carolina-Georgia line and El- 
berton. The route from Augusta to El- 
berton, via the Georgia railroad, is 149 
miles, or 77 per cent greater than via 
the short interstate route, and the 
longer intrastate route asks permission 
to meet the rates of the shorter inter- 
state route at Elberton, and to apply 
higher rates at intermediate points on 
the Seaboard between Athens and EI- 
berton.” 

He stated that the Seaboard proposed 
to meet the Central’s rates at Americus 
and not to ask for higher rates to 
any points on its line between Vidalia 
and Americus, with the exception of 
Cordele, thus effecting considerable -re- 
ductions. 

Reductions to many § intermediate 
points would also be effected through the 
proposed application of the Central's 
continuous mileage rate to Columbus 
for stations on the Atlanta and West 
Point and on the Southern’s Columbus 
and Fort Valley lines. 

Class Rates From Macon. 

The proposed class rates from Ma- 
con to common and local points in Geor- 
gia, Mr. Wright explained substantially 
as follows: 

Rates between Macon and all stations 
on the Georgia railroad are the proposed 
continuous mileage rates of that line, 
except the rates of the Southern 
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railway may make lower rates to At- 
lanta, and tie rates of the Ceneral of 
Georgia may make lower rates to Cov- 
ington, Madison and Athens. 

The proposed rates of the Central to 
Augusta are based upon the proposed 
mileage rates of the Central. with ex- 
ceptions noted as follows; 

The Central proposes to meet the 
rates for tne Southern railway’s dis- 
tance to Atlanta and to apply these 
rates to intermediates, except where 
its continuous mileage rates make less; 
to meet the rates of the Georgia road 
to Milledgeville, Augusta and Athens 
and to apply its continuous mileage 
scale to the intermediate points; to meet 
the continuous mileage rates of the 
Southern at Rome and Chattanooga to 
apply to higher rates to its intermediate 
points, the Central route being not more 
than 15 per cent longer than that of 
the Southern. P 

The Georgia Southern and Florida 
proposes to construct rates tq all its 
stations on its proposed scale for actual 
distance. 

The Southern proposes also to con- 
Struct its rates on actual distance, ex- 
cept to Fort Valley, Columbus, Grif- 
fin, Vaughn and Topeka Junction, 
where they ask to be allowed to meet 
the Central's rates and observe their 
scale at intermediate points; to meet 
the rates of the Georgia Florida and 
Southern and the M. & B. at Woodbury, 
Culloden and Yatesville, and to meet 
the rates of the Seaboard at Elberton 
and observe their scale to intermediate 
points. 

While the Coast Line, the A., B. & 
A., and the Seaboard do not reach Ma- 
con with their own rails, they propose 
to join with the Macon lines in rates 
that are in harmony with rates from 
Atlanta, Augusta and other points to 
the same destinations. 

Exhibits were filed showing the pro- 
posed rates from Milledgeville. 

Class Rates From Columbus. 

Taking up the proposed class rates’ 
from Colitnnbus, Mr. Wright stated that 
proposed rates between Columbus and 
stations on the Seaboard, except the 
lines in north Georgia, are the propos- 
ed continuous mileage of that line, ex- 
cept that to stations on the Savannah- 
Jacksonville tine, the Seaboard pro- 
poses to apply the same rates as from 
Jacksonville to Columbus, namely, the 
class C roads’ scale for 270 miles, the 
result of which would ‘be the establish- 
ment of the same rates from Savan- 
nah, Jacksonville and Brunswick to Co- 
lumbus. The proposition of the Cen- 
tral Of Georgia is to apply its proposed 
mileage scale to all stations, except 
Savannah and Meldrim, for which is 
proposed the Jacksonville scale. The 
Central would meet the rates of the 
Southern at Griffin, Vaughn, Topeka 
Junction and Atlanta, but would not 
observe the Southern’s rates to those 
points as maxima at intermediate 
points within the industrial limits of 
Atlanta. 

The Southern proposes its continuous 
mileage stale, except that it would meet 
the rates of the Central at Athens; the 
Seaboard at Helen and McRae; the Cen- 
tral to the Fort Valley, Bremen and 
Rome group and at Chattanooga. 

To stations between Hazelhurst and 
trunswick, the Southern proposed the 
same rates as from Brunswick to Co- 
lumbus. e 

The A. B. @& A. the G: S. & F. and the 
Coast Line do not reach Columbus with 
their own rails, nor is there any con- 
tinuous line between:Columbus and the 
Seahoard’s stations from the South Car- 
Olina line, through Atlanta, to the Ala- 
bama line, but these roads propose to 
make rates from Columbus to thefr 
stations in harmony with rates from 
Atlanta, Macon and other points. 

Rate More Advantageous. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Rains 
explained the proposed 88s rates 
from Americus, Dawson, Cordele, Haw- 
kinsville, Albany, Tifton, Thomasville, 
Valdosta, Wsyecross, Quitman Bain- 
bridge and Fitzgerald, showing that 
the proposed new rates will be more 
advantageous for the south Georgia 
cities in reaching the cities in the 
northern part of the state. 

Among other advantages which he 
pointed out in connection with the pro- 
posed changes in south Georgia were 
lower rates upon peach baskets from 
Bainbridge and _ iron articles from 
Thomasville. 


DEPOSIT WITHDRAWN 
BY BONDING COMPANY 


In pursuance of the act passed by 


the last general assembly, the Ameri- 
can Bonding company, of Baltimore. 
made application to Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright Monday to be allowed to 
withdraw its deposit of $25,000 with the 
state treasurer. The deposit will be 
returned as soon as the receipt there- 
fore has been placed in the hands of 
the treasurer. 

About three vears ago the American 
Bonding company was merged into the 
Fidelity and Deposit company, also of 
Baltimore, and its risks in this state 
were reinsured in the merging con- 
cern. At that time there was no pro- 
Vision made we the Georgia law for the 
refunding of deposits made by security 
companies when they had withdrawn 
from the state, as there was for life 
and fire insurance companies. The last 
general assembly remedied this defect 
in the law so that the bonding com- 
pany could draw down its deposit.

Chicago, August 28.—Wheat prices 
crashed down today Y¥%ec to 11%Cc a 
bushel, and closed excited at the low- 
est point reached, with September at

Hold- 
ers seemed half frenzied with fear that 
Rumania’s entrance into the war would 
greatly hasten the opening of the Dar- 
danelles and would release big Russian 
supplies of wheat to compete with ship- 
ments from America. It was also gen- 
erally assumed. that the accession of 
strength to the British entente might 
easily mean an unusually sudden ending 
of the war.

Private cables reported a ‘scare 
of trade shorts and buying on a big 
advance in Egyptian cotton, but short- 
ly after the local opening Liverpool 
suddenly turned weak. Withina period 
of 30 minutes the price of October-No- 
vember contracts there broke the 
equivalent of $1 a bale and this was 
sufficient to start a general selling 
movement in the local market. After 
the close abroad offerings slackened 
and a decline of 14 to 17 points from 
Saturday’s final figures was followed 


by rallies of several points on covering |} 


and bullish crop reports. Houses with 
English connections were sellers on the 
bulge, however, while New Orleans wa’s 
also a seller, and reports of Southwest- 
ern selling on better weather condi- 
tions were followed by renewed weak- 
ness during the afternoon.

Interior Movement. 


New York, August 28.—lItaly’s decla- 
ration of war against Germany and Ru- 
mania’s entrance into the conflict 
should, in the logical course of events, 
have favorably affected the internation- 
al Mst in today’s stock market, but 
the eonflicting and shifting character 
of the news from Washington in re- 
spect to the railway labor negotiations 
proved a strong offset.
